REDS PROTEST 
AS 4 DIE IN 
PARIS RIOTS 


PARIS (lPi—Guards at the home of 
Premier Leon Blum on the Quai De 
Bourbon were reinforced today as en- 
raged left wing elements of his sup- 
porting coalition protested against 
shooting by mobile guadrsmen of dem- 
onstrants in riots in the Clichy sub- 
urbs last night. 


The Prefecture of Police and Minis- 
ter of Interior put the death toll at 
four, all demonstrants, and said that 
80 rioters were sent to hospitals, 220 
were treated at hospitals for less seri- 
ous wounds, and that 242 police and 
mobile guadsmen were wounded—a 
total of 542 wounded in addition to 
many treated privately. 


All of the rioters wounded were 
listed as communists.
